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Top rally driver’s 
widow forged will 


THE WIDOW of 
former top rally driver 
Tony Fall has admitted 
forging his will. 

Patricia Fall, 59, was 
warned that she could face a 
prison sentence when she 
admitted trying to pass off a 
will as genuine. 

The will had been left 
unsigned and unwitnessed 
when Mr Fall died suddenly 
while in Tanzania helping the 
organisers of the East African 
Classic Safari Rally 

Fall, of Fordham Road, 
Newmarket, had been due to 
stand trial at Ipswich Crown 
Court after denying a forgery 
charge at an earlier hearing. 

But she changed her plea to 
admit the offence after 
discussions with her legal

team. She admitted using a 
false instrument on or after 
December 4, 2007, purporting 
to be the last will and 
testament of Richard Anthony 
Fall which was intended to be 
accepted as genuine by 
probate staff to the detriment 
of others. 

Tony Fall, a member of the 
original Mini rally team who 
also drove for Datsun, Porsche 
and BMW and was a team 
manager for German 
manufacturer Opel, was 
managing director of 
motorsport company Safety 
Devices which has been based 
in Soham and Newmarket. 

The court heard that he had 
effectively died intestate 
because he left no valid will. 

Prosecutor Martyn Levett 
said that the will at the centre 
of the case had been signed by 
two witnesses after Mr Fall’s 
death. 

One of those witnesses had 
since died, he added. 

Tony Fall, who was 67, had 
died from a suspected heart 
attack in his sleep while in 
Tanzania in December 2007. 

He left sons Richard and 
Oliver from a previous 
marriage, and three 
grandchildren.

“Six men were arrested 
and inquiries are 
continuing. 

“All individuals have 
been bailed to Parkside 
police station on October 
9.”

Volunteer thanked 
for saving OAP’s life

A PENSIONER who was 
just minutes from death 
after suffering a cardiac 
arrest has thanked the 
person who saved his life. 

Dennis Smith, from Soham, 
is still living today thanks to 
Magpas community first res¬ 
ponder, Carla Baldwin. 

And now the 70-year-old is 
urging members of the public 
to consider becoming a volun¬ 
teer with the emergency med¬ 
ical charity. 

Mr Smith’s heart stopped 
beating at his home on Friday 
fuly 3. His wife Dilys immed¬ 
iately called 999 and an ambu¬ 
lance crew were despatched. 

But first on the scene was 
Carla, who arrived within three 
minutes of the emergency call 
being made. 

Using her Magpas training, 
she was able to revive Mr 
Smith at the scene with an 
automatic defibrillator. 

She delivered three shocks 
to the pensioner, which got his 
heart beating again and he 
started to breathe by himself. 

Mr Smith was then taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 
ambulance and was later 
discharged.

Mrs Smith said: “My 
husband is living proof that 
Magpas volunteers save lives. 
If it weren’t for the charity’s 
community first responder 
scheme, he would not be here 
today. 

“My family is so grateful to 
Carla for saving my husband’s 
life and I would urge everyone 
to consider becoming a com¬ 
munity first responder.” 

Community first responders 


are non-medical volunteers 
who Magpas trains and equips 
so they are able to attend 
medical emergencies in their 
neighbourhood. 

The scheme has saved 
countless lives across the 
region as the responders often 
arrive before the ambulance in 
response to a 999 call. 

Magpas spokesperson, Deb¬ 
orah Florence, said: “I hope 
this inspires lots of people to 


consider becoming a Magpas 
volunteer. 

“We have groups all over this 
area and it only takes a few 
days training to be able to save 
a life like Carla did.” 

Cambridgeshire now has 38 
Magpas community first 
responder groups.

Fire crews on call discover gas leak 


FIREFIGHTERS averted 
an explosion when they 
discovered a gas leak in 
an empty building on 
Tuesday night. 

A fire crew returning 
to Newmarket fire 
station after an earlier 
unconnected call 
noticed water pouring 
from the door of the 
Technical Institute, 
opposite the town’s 
Waitrose store. 


They stopped to 
investigate and 
discovered a strong 
smell of gas. 

Engineers from gas 
and water companies 
were called to isolate 
supplies. Police were 
also called to the 
incident at 7.30pm. 

Inside the building, 
which is due to be 
demolished to make 
way for a hotel and 


restaurant complex, 
firefighters found that 
pipes had been 
deliberately cut. 

Firefighter Richard 
Clarke said: “We just 
stopped at the traffic 
lights in Fordham Road 
and one of my 
colleagues glanced 
across at the building 
and noticed water 
flowing out of the door. 

“We opened the 


letterbox and were hit 
by a strong smell of gas. 
We moved our vehicle 
back and taped off the 
area and called for the 
police and gas 
engineers. 

“It was just by luck 
that he stopped at the 
lights and saw the 
water. 

“There could have 
been quite a bang if 
someone had lit up a 


cigarette in the area.” 

The fire crew 
eventually had to break 
into the building and 
found that pipes had 
been severed and other 
damage caused. 

Firefighters were on 
their way back to the 
fire station after dealing 
with a minor electrical 
fire in the Arif Indian 
restaurant in Old 
Station Road. 


Three men injured in assault at flats 


THREE men were hurt - one 
seriously - when they were 
attacked in a building used as 
flats. 

The men, in their late teens, 
were assaulted in the flats in 
Wellington Street, Newmarket, 
just before 9pm on Tuesday. 


All three victims, believed to 
be of Asian origin, were taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Two were later released but 
the third man has been 
detained in hospital with a 
head injury which is not 
believed to be life-threat¬ 


ening. Police and scene of 
crime officers were at the flats 
the following morning. 

Two men, aged 26 and 27 
and from Newmarket, have 
been arrested on suspicion of 
causing grievous bodily harm 
and were being held in 


custody at Bury St Edmunds 
police station yesterday 
awaiting questioning.

Rail strikes 
called off as 
unions look 
at new offer 

UNIONS have called off a 
series of strikes that 
threatened to bring chaos to 
the region’s railway network. 

Negotiators from the train 
drivers’ union Aslef say they 
have secured an offer from 
National Express East Anglia 
(NXEA), which can be put to 
its members with a “reason¬ 
able expectation” it will be 
accepted. 

A walkout organised for 
today and tomorrow and a 
week-long strike planned for 
next month have been 
suspended. 

The resolution follows three 
days of talks at the union’s 
London offices over working 
conditions, the use of agency 
staff and a one per cent pay 
offer, which was branded 
“unrealistic” by union chiefs. 

Aslef general secretary 
Keith Norman said: “We have 
hammered out an amicable 
timetable for the resolution of 
the industrial relations 
difficulties which have 
divided us. 

“I also feel that we have 
secured reasonable pay 
increases given the general 
economic climate and the 
financial position of NXEA. 

“All industrial action has 
been suspended while the 
latest offer from the company 
is put to the union’s members 
in a ballot.”

Judge Neil McKittrick 
refused to rule out the 
possibility of a prison 
sentence for Patricia Fall, 
saying the offence was a 
“serious matter”.

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£ 200,000 
scheme to 
see church 
rise again 

A CHURCH wrecked in an 
arson attack is to be rebuilt in a 
scheme costing nearly 
£ 200 , 000 . 

The Red Lodge Community 
Church suffered serious 
damage in 2002 when a fire 
was deliberately started. 

Now the church, a joint 
Methodist and Church of 
England facility, is to be rebuilt 
and is due to ready for use next 
Easter. 

Building contractors 
Ambrose were chosen on 
Friday to carry out the work 
which is due to start next 
month. 

The Methodist Church and 
Church of England are helping 
to finance the work with the 
help of additional grants, local 
fundraising and insurance 
money paid after the fire. 

The scheme will serve the 
growing community at Red 
Lodge where around 1,500 new 
homes are being built. 

A new missioner-priest is 
being appointed by the Church 
of England to join Janine 
Scothern, a Methodist- 
appointed lay-worker, who has 
been in Red Lodge for two 
years. The C of E post will be 
the first of its kind in the St 
Edmundsbury diocese. 

Since the fire the 
congregation has used a hall 
behind the church for worship. 

The new building will be 
larger than the old one and will 
be able to accommodate a 
range of activities. 

The Rev Barbara Garwood, 
Methodist circuit super¬ 
intendent, said: “We want to 
make it really welcoming for 
people. 

“We had some thoughts 
about developing the church 
before the fire but obviously 
that didn’t happen.” 

Church services will 
continue in Red Lodge while 
the work is carried out. 


Six years for 
rapist who 
lied to police 

A RAPIST described by police 
as a “practised liar” has been 
jailed for six years. 

Jason Edwards, 37, of 
Rosebay Gardens, Soham, 
was convicted of rape, sexual 
assault and assault and was 
sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court last Thursday. 

The offences took place in 
Ely in April 2008. 

On his release from jail, 
Edwards will remain on the 
sex offenders’ register for life. 

Det Con Kathy Gordon, 
who led the case, said: “I am 
pleased with the sentence 
given to Edwards and the 
decision to place him on the 
sex offenders’ register for the 
rest of his life. 

“Edwards was a practised 
liar and admitted to lying to 
police during his interview.”

House crash

A DRIVER has been 
banned from the road 
after his car crashed 
into a bungalow. 

Sam Herridge was over the 
drink-drive limit when the 
crash happened in Norfolk 
Avenue, Newmarket. 

Herridge, 21, of Hollytrees, 
Bar Hill, admitted drink¬ 
driving when he appeared 
before magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds on Tuesday. A 
charge of careless driving was 
dropped. 

He was banned from 
driving for 18 months, fined 
£100 and ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £15 and 
prosecution costs of £60. 

The ban will be reduced by 
four months if he completes 
a drink-drive rehabilitation 
course. 

Prosecutor Rosalind Clark 
showed photographs of the 
damage to the bungalow 
caused by Herridge’s Toyota 
car on Friday, August 7. 

She said repairs would cost 
thousands of pounds but 
would be dealt with through 


insurance. “There has been 
substantial damage to the 
house and inconvenience to 
the home owner,” she said. 

She said Herridge 
identified himself to the 
police as the car’s driver after 
the crash and told officers 
that he lost control after 
hitting a kerb when he 
misjudged a corner. 

He failed a breath test at 
the scene and a subsequent 
test at the police station gave 
a reading of 67 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35 
meg. 

She said Herridge was 
“very open and apologetic” 
after the incident. 

Paul Booty, defence 


solicitor, said Herridge, who 
passed his driving test in 
2006, was on his way home 
after an evening at 
Newmarket races. “There was 
slow traffic and he decided to 
take a short cut,” he said. 

Mr Booty said the custody 
sergeant at the police station 
had commented that 
Herridge had been a pleasant 
individual to deal with. 

The couple who live in the 
bungalow, Alistair and Wendy 
Rolph, who are in their 70s, 
returned home from holiday 
about an hour after the crash. 

Neighbours complained 
about the road being used as 
a “rat run” and have called for 
action against speeding 
motorists.

with. 

“Throughout my 
school years, running 
was never easy. 

“Twenty years on, I 
now cannot wait to get 
out into the fresh air 
and appreciate every¬ 
thing that little bit 
more. 


“I have learnt that 
even if the disease does 
not kill you, it will affect 
you for the rest of your 
life.” 

Mr Reader hopes to 
raise £1,000 for the 
foundation and thanks 
to generous family and 
friends, is already well 
on his way. 

He is currently run¬ 
ning up to four times a 
week, as well as one 13- 
mile run on a Saturday, 
to make sure he is fit 
enough for the chall¬ 
enge. 

The 36-year-old dec¬

Inspector to decide on bungalows plan 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to demolish 
lock-up garages and replace them with 
bungalows for people with learning 
difficulties will be considered by a 
government inspector. 

A planning inspector will next month 
conduct an informal hearing of an 
appeal against the rejection of Flagship 
Housing Group’s scheme at Gazeley. 

The development has faced opposition 
from people living near the garages in 
Highwood Crescent, Gazeley, who have 
objected to the loss of the garages and 
raised concerns about parking and 
traffic. 

Forest Heath District Council planners 
had recommended the scheme for 
approval. 

But an appeal was lodged because the 
council did not make a decision within 


the time limit. 

Councillors later decided that they 
would have refused planning permission 
because the scheme was “unsustainable” 
due to a lack of facilities in the village. 

Three connected bungalows, which 
include accommodation for a live-in 
carer, are planned to replace eight lock¬ 
up garages. 

But the planning committee has said a 
lack of services in Gazeley and a poor bus 
service meant that the scheme would 
increase car journeys. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst and Cllr Marion 
Fairman-Smith, who opposed the 
scheme, are due to explain their 
opposition to the scheme at the hearing. 

Cllr Hirst said in a statement prepared 
for the inspector: “There is a real and 
serious lack of facilities at Gazeley. There 


is no shop, no post office, no school and 
only one pub. 

“While it has a bus service, in my view 
it is pretty poor by general Forest Heath 
standards.” 

He said it was common sense not to 
add to the population of the village when 
it did not have the capacity to cope with 
what it already has. 

He said a previous decision by a 
planning inspector, for the 
redevelopment of Cherry Tree Nursery, 
Gazeley, with a housing development, 
had cited increased car journeys as a 
reason for refusing permission. 

The informal hearing is to be held at 
the district council’s offices in Mildenhall 
on Wednesday, September 16.

RSPB may 
resolve A11 
bird threat 


A REPORT expected 
next month could 
clear the way for the 
removal of an ob¬ 
jection to a major 
road improvement 
scheme. 

The Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds is 
worried that nesting sites 
for the rare stone curlew 
could be affected by the 
multi-million pound 
scheme to make the All a 
dual carriageway between 
Barton Mills and Thetford. 

But the RSPB could 
drop its objection if a 
report, expected by mid- 
September, shows that 
alternative “mitigation 
land” could provide 
suitable habitat for the 
birds. 

The long-awaited road 
improvements are due to 
start in late 2010 after 
government approval for 
the £107 million to £147 
million scheme. 

Campaigners for the

improvements, which will 
make the whole of the A11 
a dual carriageway, are 
anxious to avoid any 
delays and are concerned 
that objections could lead 
to a public inquiry. 

The RSPB is just one of a 
number of bodies and 
individuals who have 
raised issues about the 
planned route for the 
road. 

An RSPB spokeswoman 
said: “We totally 

appreciate that these 
improvements are needed 
and we are for the road. 

“We hope that between 
the development parties 
we can come to an 
agreement about the 
relevant land that is 
needed.” 

She said the RSPB was 
working closely with the 
Highways Agency and 
Natural England to resolve 


the issues. 

The stone curlew is a 
protected species with 
amber - medium level - 
conservation status which 
comes to Britain in the 
summer to breed. 

Around 350 pairs breed 
in Britain each year on dry 
open ground found in 
Breckland areas on the 
Suffolk-Norfolk border - 
where the new road is due 
to be built. 

Two-thirds of the 
breeding population is 
found in the Breckland 
area, with a third in the 
Salisbury Plain area. 

An expert is writing a 
report for the RSPB which 
is due to be ready in 
September. 

The Highways Agency 
has said it is working to 
resolve all concerns about 
the road plans. But a 
spokesman has said that it 
should still be possible to 
start work on the road as 
scheduled even if an 
inquiry is called.

AN MP has criticised 
councillors in his own 
party for their approval of 
controversial development 
plans. 

Richard Spring, Newmarket’s 
MP, has sided with leaders of the 
horse racing industry who are 
opposed to proposals for 1,400 
new homes in the town. 

Racehorse trainers, Tattersalls 
the racehorse auctioneers and 
two businesses headed by Sheikh 
Mohammed, Dubai’s ruler, are 
among opponents of the “core 
strategy” adopted by Forest 
Heath District Council for 
development up to the year 2031. 

It proposes new homes on 
green field sites, which are 
expected to include Hatchfield 
Farm, between the A14 and 
Fordham Road, where landowner 
Lord Derby is proposing 1,200 
houses. 

The racing industry’s leaders 
have argued that the proposed 
housing development would 
harm Newmarket’s historic status 
as the headquarters of horse 
racing. 

Mr Spring, a Conservative, has 
written to the council’s Tory 
leader Cllr Geoffrey laggard to 
make his feelings known. 

He said: “I do want to make it 
absolutely plain that I am totally 
opposed to the development of 
Hatchfield Farm for residential 
purposes.” 

He blamed government 


“bullying” for forcing councils to 
come up with sites for new 
housing and said a future 
Conservative government would 
change the policies. 

“I have spent 17 years as the 
MP for Newmarket, trying to 
support the horseracing industry 
and the retention of local control 
by local people of their local 
environment and local services,” 
he said. 

“I am appalled that the 
regionalisation and 

centralisation of decision¬ 
making so characteristic of this 
Government has seen these 
democratic principles of local 
community governance torn up. 

“You, as the local district 
council, are at the receiving end 
of this, but you have not helped 
yourselves by the insensitive way 


in which the Hatchfield Farm 
issue has been handled.” 

He has asked the council to 
change its strategy “as soon as 
possible.” 

But Cllr Jaggard said the 
strategy still had to go through a 
number of processes including a 
public examination and a “site 
specific” report. 

He said racing industry 
representatives had been invited 
to talks due to be held later this 
month about the strategy. 

“It isn’t an easy issue and 
councils are under a lot of 
pressure to come up with their 
strategies,” he said. 

“Obviously, it doesn’t suit 
everybody.” 

He said the council had kept a 
policy to protect the racing 
industry.

We can be just plain daft - police chief 


CHIEF Constable Julie Spence 
has spoken out after a damning 
report into her force. 

Cambridgeshire’s senior 
officer moved to reassure the 
public after “sloppy procedure” 
by her officers. 

Visiting inspectors saw 
officers laugh at CCTV footage of 
a man bashing his head against 
a cell wall. 

They found a raft of failures, 
including DNA samples left in a 


police fridge alongside a half- 
eaten takeaway meal and old 
blood, urine and other forensic 
materials was not properly 
stored in fridges and freezers. 

Wider failures to ensure safety 
of suspects in cells were noted. 

In her new podcast, Mrs 
Spence said: “It didn’t make for 
pretty reading and I’m not about 
to make excuses - but as the head 
of the police force responsible, I 
would like to offer some 


assurances.” She said the DNA 
samples were “redundant” and 
not needed for a prosecution. 

“In the vast majority of cases, 
we get it right,” she added. 

“But as with so many other 
areas in which we come into 
contact with the public, we also 
make mistakes, show a lack of 
judgment, misdiagnose a 
situation - or sometimes do 
things which are just plain daft.”

Job experiment helping people into work 


DOZENS of people in 
Cambridgeshire are 
finding work thanks to 
an innovative project 
that has become one of 
the most successful of its 
kind in the country. 

The scheme, Slivers of 
Time, matches people 
unable to work standard 
daily hours with short¬ 
term or one-off employ¬ 
ment opportunities. 

Employers can sign 
up staff via an online 
booking system 


connected to registered 
workers’ mobile phones. 

The project was 
trialled in London and 
caught the eye of officers 
from Cambridge and 
East Cambridgeshire 
councils. They secured 
funding to employ a 
business development 
manager and support 
officer, based at Anglia 
Ruskin University’s 
Employment Bureau in 
Cambridge. 

During July, the 


project processed more 
job ‘transactions’ than of 
any of the JO other 
similar schemes running 
in the country, finding 
work for 67 people. 

A contract with NHS 
Cambridgeshire has 
provided one source of 
work, with staff supplied 
to support special clinics 
around the county to 
dispense antiviral drugs 
for flu sufferers. 

A spokesman for the 
city council said the 


ability of the system to 
inform staff of work 
opportunities quickly, 
and have them available 
at very short notice, 
often in under an hour, 
was making it attractive 
to employers.

Former special 
Pc escapes jail 


A FORMER special 
constable has 
escaped a jail sen¬ 
tence after admit¬ 
ting that she stole 
£600 from a friend’s 
bank account. 

Tracey Mallows, 32, 
resigned as a special 
constable when she was 
accused of theft. 

She initially denied 
the charges, but 
dramatically changed 
her plea on the day of 
her trial last month. 

Now Mallows, of 
Exning Road, New¬ 
market, has been 
sentenced to do 120 
hours unpaid comm¬ 
unity work and repay 
the £600 she stole. 

She was also ordered 
to pay £400 prosecution 
costs. 

Recorder David 
Anderson QC, passing 
sentence at Ipswich 
Crown Court, told her 
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that a custodial sen¬ 
tence would have been 
appropriate for the 
“breach of trust” if she 
had not changed her 
plea. 

Mallows admitted 
stealing the Halifax 
bank card from her 
neighbour, friend and 
distant relative Sam¬ 
antha Parker Murrell in 
March last year and 
stealing £300 from the 
account on two occa¬ 
sions. 

David Wilson, prose¬ 
cuting, said that 
Mallows took the card 
from Mrs Parker 
Murrell’s handbag and 
the same day went to a 
cash machine at 
Newmarket’s Tesco store 
where, 20 seconds after 
checking the balance on 
her own account, she

used it to obtain £300 
from Mrs Parker 
Murrell’s account. 

Mr Wilson said the 
next day Mallows had 
returned to the store 
and within a minute of 
checking her own 
account had stolen a 
further £300. 

Her arrival on both 
occasions had been 
recorded by cameras 


with number plate 
recognition technology. 

The court heard that 
Mallows had previously 
been given Mrs Parker 
Murrell’s PIN number 
when her friend asked 
her to withdraw some 
cash on her behalf. 

In mitigation for 
Mallows, Joanne Eley 
said: “She is truly sorry 
for this incident and 
wishes to express her 
sincere apologies to Mrs 
Parker Murrell.” 

Miss Eley said that 
while Mallows, whose 
husband is a special 
constable, had expe¬ 
rienced problems in her 
life, she was starting to 
come to terms with 
them. 

References supplied 
by friends and Mallows’ 
manager spoke of the 
thefts being “out of 
character”, Miss Eley 
told the court.

□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

■ □ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News.

Union slams 
early closure 
of mail office 


THE postal workers’ 
union has criticised 
the afternoon closure 
of sorting office 
counters where un¬ 
delivered letters and 
parcels can be 
collected. 

The offices at New¬ 
market and Haverhill will 
close the counters from 
2pm at the end of this 
summer. 

But the Communication 
Workers’ Union (CWU), 
which opposed the move, 
has condemned the 
closure. 

Steve Butts, union 
spokesman, said a 2007 
survey “clearly identified” 
50 visits a day between 
2pm and 5pm to the 
offices. 

He said: “This plan is 
evidence that Royal Mail’s 
vision of modernisation is 
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to run down the British 
Postal Service. 

“The combined total 
members of the public in 
both towns that will be 
frustrated at not being 
able to collect their items 
of mail is over 500 and all 
of this is at a time when 
packet traffic is in growth. 

“This is truly a postcode 
lottery at the service you 
can expect to receive from 
Royal Mail. You also have 
to question the role of 
Postwatch, the consumer 
watchdog, because they 
seem to accept this 
reduction in service to the 
customer. 

“This service reduction 
is purely a cost-cutting 
exercise by Royal Mail 
management as they 
continue on their voyage 


of a race to the bottom.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman 
said an announcement 
about the closure would 
be made in the next two 
weeks. 

He said the opening 
hours were in line with 
customer usage and 
would be making the most 
efficient use of resources. 

He added there were 
different ways of organ¬ 
ising redelivery of letters 
and parcels by going on 
line or by phone. 

The afternoon closures 
are due to take effect at 
the end of September, a 
Royal Mail spokesman 
confirmed. 

■ An internal refurb¬ 
ishment of the Post Office 
in High Street, New¬ 
market, has just been 
completed. The facelift 
includes a position for a 
financial services adviser. 


Gas stolen from ambulance 


A CYLINDER of pain- 
relieving gas has been 
stolen from an ambulance. 

The theft of the entonox 
cylinder from the

If 
anyone finds one they 
should contact the police 
or the nearest ambulance 
station. 

The theft of the cylinder, 
worth around £75, 
happened between 6pm 
on Sunday last week and 
6am the following day.

Born with cerebral 
palsy, a neurological 
condition which affects 
both movement and co¬ 
ordination, Debbie uses 
a wheelchair. But the 52- 
year-old has always been 
determined her 
disability won’t hold her 
back. 

“We were on holiday 
recently and decided to 
visit a National Trust 
place,” continues 
Debbie. “This woman 
came over and made the 
mistake of asking my 
husband ‘Does she get 
out of the chair?’. That 
kind of thing is so 
annoying! 
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“I was brought up to 
believe that I could do 
whatever I wanted in life: 
my dad always said ‘If 
you think you can do it, 
you can’.” 

Estimates suggest one 
in every 400 children 
born in the UK have 
some kind of cerebral 
palsy. Caused by damage 
to the brain (which 
normally occurs prior, 
during or just after 
birth), the symptoms of 
the condition vary in 
severity. 

In Debbie’s case, the 
cerebral palsy affected 
both her arms and legs; 
she has struggled with 
walking all her life. 

“I know I was a breach 
baby,” says Debbie. “It 
was a home delivery and 
I know there were some 
problems. But it wasn’t 
until I was eight or nine 
months old that my 
parents realised 
something was wrong; I 
wasn’t moving around 
much.” 

Diagnosed with a 
congenital deformity in 
her hips, little Debbie 
spent the next 18 months 
with her hips set in a 
plaster cast. 

Even after the 
treatment, she continued 
to have problems with 
her balance; referred to 


what was then the Spastic 
Society, aged three, she 
was found to have 
cerebral palsy. 

Because her father was 
in the Navy, Debbie’s 
family moved around a 
lot: aged four, she was 
living in Malta, where she 
attended a convent 
school. “One of my 
earliest memories is of 
one of the nuns sitting 
me on a chair in the 
middle of the playground 
so I didn’t get knocked 
over,” laughs Debbie. 

“My balance wasn’t 
very good and I was 
always covered in scrapes 
and bruises. I remember 
sitting there and 
watching all the other 
children running 
around... But I did 
everything else everyone 
else did, apart from PE.” 

Once back in England, 
Debbie was sent for 
regular physio. Then, 
aged just 13, she had the 
first of two major 
operations on her hip - 
and spent the ensuing 
summer back in plaster. 

Academically very able, 
Debbie completed A- 
levels and then won a 
university place to study 
social science at 
Goldsmiths in London. 
“My parents were always 
very supportive,” she 
says. “I’m the middle of 
three and they believed 
in all of us.”

their mum died of cancer. 
It was a terrible time - but 
Debbie says her dad was a 
real rock. “He was very 
strong,” she adds. “He 
died two years ago and I 
miss him such a lot.” 

In her late teens Debbie 
found her freedom in the 
form of a specially- 
adapted car, courtesy of 
disability charity 
Motability. And then, on 
graduating, she took a job 
with The Law Society, 
where she met David, 
now her husband of more 
than 20 years. 

Following a second hip 
op, at the age of 27, 
Debbie was on crutches 
when she and David first 
got together. When she 
fell pregnant with Elbe, 
their eldest, she had to 
use a wheelchair. 

“I began to use it more 
and more,” Debbie 
explains. “I had a couple 
of really bad falls - on one 
occasion I put my head 
through the glass panel in 
the kitchen door. When 
you’ve got two small 
children you can’t afford 
to do that; it had got to 
the stage where I wasn’t 
safe.” 

Ellie, now 20, and 
George, 16, were both 
born by Caesarean. 

“When they were very 
small it was easier,” 
smiles Debbie. “It was far 
more difficult for me 
when they started 
toddling! But they 
developed fantastic head 
control very early: most 
mothers pick their babies 
up with great care and 
hold their heads -1 
couldn’t do that.” 

Debbie admits that, in 
the wake of both 
pregnancies, she battled 
serious post-natal 
depression. “It was 
particularly bad after 
George was born,” she 


explains. “He was seven 
weeks early; he weighed 
just over 5lbs. 

“I suffered with the 
depression on and off for 
many years. You just don’t 
feel motivated to do 
anything: when you’re 
really depressed you want 
to stay in bed every day - 
you don’t have a forward 
outlook on the world... ” 

Debbie’s dark frame of 
mind was, she adds, 
compounded by her 
increasing immobility. By 
then reliant on a 
wheelchair, she was also 
reliant on other people to 
go anywhere or do 
anything: unable to get 
herself in and out of the 
car, she could no longer 
drive. 

Then, thanks to 
technology, her mobility 
began to improve: first 
came an electric 
wheelchair, then a new 
Motability vehicle - a 
Chrysler van, adapted 
specially to suit Debbie’s 
needs (complete with an 
access ramp). 

“It made such a 
difference to me,” she 
explains. “I was in my 40s, 
had two kids and a really 
interesting job, but I 
couldn’t even get from A 
to B without assistance. 

“It might sound 
strange, but getting the 
van made me feel better 
about myself. It freed me 
to do so many things I 
couldn’t do before: take 
my son to football, go 
shopping, meet up with 
my girlfriends...” 

Debbie says her mental 
health soon began to 
improve. And now she’s 
happier - and more 
fulfilled - than ever. 

As editor of the 
magazine Training 
Journal, Debbie has a 
high-powered job, which 
involves everything from 


copy editing to organising 
conferences and 
undertaking research. The 
role includes quite a bit of 
travel; thanks to an Access 
to Work grant, a support 
worker comes with her. 

“When I’m away from 
home I do need a bit 
more help,” explains 
Debbie (whose Little 
Downham house has 
been modified). “The 
other day a very close 
friend said, just in 
conversation, that she’d 
decided that when she 
reached the point where 
she couldn’t wash her 
own face or wipe her own 
bottom that was it, she’d 
want to be dead. 

“I didn’t say anything, 
but I felt like saying there 
have been many times 
when I couldn’t do those 
things for myself - but 
I’ve never felt that was a 
reason to die.” 

When she’s not working 
or busy being a mum, 
Debbie is studying to be a 
life coach. Part-way 
through a distance 
learning course, she says 
she was attracted to 
coaching “because it’s 
such a positive process: 
it’s about looking forward, 
not analysing the past”. 

Having been through 
some dark and difficult 
times in her own life, and 
also found the light at the 
end of the tunnel, Debbie 
is keen to help other 
people - especially those 
with disabilities - lead 
happier lives. 

“I’d like to help other 
people move forward,” 
she adds. “I know some 
people wouldn’t agree 
with me, but I consider 
myself very lucky: I know 
that with determination 
and hard work, and also 
with support, almost 
anything is possible.”

IT was hailed by police as a 
slick new crime-fighting 
tool - but SmartWater has 
failed to stem the rising 
tide of burglaries. 

The Cambridgeshire force has 
spent £56,000 in the last year 
rolling out the high-tech, 
invisible, property-marking 
device. 

But an investigation by our 
sister paper, the Cambridge News, 
has revealed that not one 
criminal has been caught as a 
result of the tool. 

And victims of crime who have 
used the product have seen no 
stolen property returned. 

In fact, the latest statistics from 
the annual British Crime Survey 
show a dramatic increase in burg¬ 
laries across the region. 

In Cambridge, burglaries 
soared by a huge 42 per cent from 
757 in 2007/2008 to 1,077 in 
2008/2009. 

Burglary across the county rose 
by 20 per cent in the same period 


to 4,205 recorded offences. 

A spokesman for SmartWater 
Technology Ltd, which supplies 
the force and has more than a 
million UK subscribers, said: “It is 
mainly used as a deterrent and 


we have seen the rate of burglary 
fall where it has been 
introduced.” 

But he admitted that a tiny 
minority of burglars had been 
caught as a result of the scheme. 


He said: “There have been 600 
arrests as a result of SmartWater 
but many of those were honey 
traps set up by police.” 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said: “SmartWater 


has many uses in the fight against 
crime, primarily to act as a 
deterrent. 

“It acts as a psychological 
threat to criminals and a re¬ 
minder to the public of the 
importance of protecting their 
property. 

“SmartWater is one of the 
many tools used to fight crimes 
such as burglary. 

“In Cambridge, burglary vic¬ 
tims are provided with free 
SmartWater to prevent them from 
becoming repeat victims. The 
feedback we have received from 
those people is that this has been 
very reassuring.” 

Officers in Cambridge have 
been relentlessly battling to beat 
the burglar but the recession has 
been blamed for a rise in the 
crime. 

Last year the force said the 
invisible liquid, which acts as a 
forensic fingerprint linking 
owners with their property and 
criminals to the scene, could be 
the solution to reducing burglary. 

It has been promoted by the 
force since 2004 and it began 
rolling the scheme out last year

Town councillors consider future 
for wrecked cricket surface site

AN ARTIFICIAL cricket 
surface may not be 
replaced after vandals 
set fire to it twice in a 
week. 

The artificial grass 
surface, worth around 
£5,500, was installed 
about three months ago 
on The Severals green at 
Newmarket as a 
temporary measure 
while a newly-planted 
grass surface is 
established. 

Now town councillors 
are to consider whether 
they should replace it 
after the two attacks. 

Arsonists first struck 
on the night of 
Thursday, August 6. 
Three fires were lit on 
the pitch, one burning 
an area of around a 
metre wide. 

Council leaders 
inspected the site the 
following Tuesday 
morning and 

condemned the attack. 

But later that evening 
vandals struck again. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, 
Newmarket’s mayor, 
said: “I think it’s very 
sad that people feel 
they can spoil things 
like this for other 
people. 

“Those responsible 
are being very selfish 
stopping other people 


enjoying themselves. 

“It’s unbelievable that 
it’s happened again. 

“We shall have to 
consider whether we 
replace it or put 
something else down. 


We will also have to 
consider whether we 
need CCTV in the area. 

She added: “I would 
appeal to anyone who 
sees damage being 
caused to call the police 


straight away.” 

She said the 
appropriate council 
committees would have 
to decide whether to 
replace the artificial 
surface. 

The cricket surface 
was available for free 
use while a £600,000 
scheme is completed 
which includes a new 
pavilion and lay out a 
grass playing surface for 
cricket. 

Darley Stud Manage¬ 
ment, the horse 
breeding company 
headed by Sheikh 
Mohammed, ruler of 
Dubai, is financing the 
scheme for the town 
council. 

The pavilion is 
currently being built 
and the grass playing 
area for cricket matches 
is fenced off to allow it 
to become established. 

The scheme is 
intended to make the 
area available for a 
range of sports, 
including cricket.

THE world-renowned

Best of the bulbs to 
brighten up spring 


N o sooner have I 

returned from my 
summer holidays 
than I'm thinking about 
bulbs - what to plant, 
where to plant them and if 
there’s anything new on 
offer. 

Planting bulbs in the autumn 
creates an optimism and air of 
anticipation for spring, when 
everything bursts into life and 
many of the bulb specialists, mail 
order and online suppliers are 
offering new types and more 
choice than ever. 

Here are just a few of the best 
bulbs for planting this autumn: 

■ Narcissus ‘William Park’ - This 
giant single-flowered daffodil 
produces super-sized, 15- 
centimetre blooms.

It’s not only medicinal but the 
coneflower, which is closely 
related to the rudbeckia, looks 
great too. 

It brightens up beds and 
borders with its daisy-like flowers 
in shades of purple, pink and 
white, with contrasting coloured 
central cones. 

These tall perennials from dry 
prairies and open woodland look 
fantastic in the late summer 
border, as the central cone of the 
flower stands proud of its petals. 

The flowers last for around two 
months and also make great cut 
flowers. 

They make good companions 
for other late-flowering perennials 
including rudbeckias and sedums, 
while the seedheads also look 
good in the winter. 

Its coneflowers are also pollen- 
rich, so will attract plenty of bees 
and butterflies. 

They need deep, fertile, well- 
drained soil with added organic 
matter and do best in full sun. 

When the flowers fade, cut the 
stems back to encourage more 
blooms. 

Clumps can be divided in spring 
or autumn, and root cuttings 
taken in late autumn. 

Good varieties include E 
Purpurea ‘Magnus’, which grows 
to 1.5 metres high and produces 
whopping 18cm deep-pink 
flowers from midsummer to early 
autumn. E purpurea ‘Green Edge’ 
produces creamy white flower- 
heads with a green central cone.

(iv) A1 southbound exit slip road leading to the A1/A14 Brampton Hut Interchange, 

(v) A1 northbound and southbound exit and entry slip roads leading to and from 
the A1/B1048/B645 Hail Weston Junction, and 

(vi) A1 southbound exit and northbound entry slip roads leading to and from the 
A1/A428 Wyboston Interchange; and 

(b) close the - 

(i) northbound carriageway of the A1 from its junction with the exit slip road 
leading to the A1/A428 Wyboston Interchange to the centre point of Hail 
overbridge north of Eaton Socon, 

(ii) southbound carriageway of the A1 between its junctions with the exit 
and entry slip road at the A1/A14 Brampton Hut Interchange, 

(iii) A1 southbound carriageway between its junctions with the exit slip road 
leading to the B1041 Little Paxton and the A1/A482 Wyboston Interchange, 

(iv) A1 southbound entry slip roads leading from the B1041 Little Paxton,

I’ve no excuses: Goldie 


GOLDIE Sayers insisted she has 
no regrets after her ambitious bid 
for success at the World Athletics 
Championships ended in failure. 
In reality Sayers, fourth at last 
year’s Olympics, should not have 
even been in Berlin after a season 
derailed by a lower back partial 
stress fracture. 


The javelin thrower from 
Newmarket worked hard to get 
back to fitness, winning a seventh 
national title off a shortened 
run-up and then throwing nearly 
60m at the recent Aviva Grand 
Prix in London. 

However, against a world-class 
field at the top of their game, she 
was found wanting at Berlin’s 
Olympiastadion. 

She could only produce a best 
attempt of 58.98 metres in 
qualifying, comfortably 
missing out on a place in the 
final. 

T wouldn’t say this was a 
bridge too far,” said Sayers. 

‘I was feeling okay, so the 
injuries weren’t really an issue. 

“I slipped on the first throw and 
then wasted the second one. It’s 
totally my fault - you can’t waste 
two throws in a World 
Championships. 

“I’m capable of throwing the big 
distances but I snatched at it a 
little and the javelin is about 
really fine margins.” 

Sayers has not enjoyed the 
best of success at her previous 


appearances at the World 
Championships - disappointing 
in the final in Helsinki and failing 
to progress through the heats in 
Osaka two years ago. 

But she remains upbeat despite a 
season beset by setbacks. 

“Maybe it was the lack of 
competition,” she said. “I was 
never going to be at perfect 
fitness coming in but I thought I 
was capable of doing it. 

“It's just my level is a little bit 
down and I've not had the 
adrenaline of major competitions 
recently which doesn’t help. So 
it’s been hard to throw the big 
distances I’m capable of. 

“I’ve got no excuses, though. I felt 
fit enough.” 

Sayers, though, insisted it was not 
the end of her season. She is still 
targeting the Aviva Grand Prix in 
Gateshead later this month and a 
place at the IAAF World Athletics 
Final in Greece. 

And next year the schedule is 
packed with the European 
Championships in Barcelona 
followed by the Commonwealth 
Games in Delhi.

LAURENCE Dugdale and James Scott played 
key roles in Great Britain’s record-breaking 
score in the Coupe de la Jeunesse - the 
European Junior Rowing Championships 
- in Vichy. 

Racing in quads against the best young 
oarsmen from across the continent, Dugdale 
(above, right), from Freckenham, brought 
home two gold medals and Scott (left), who 
has a base in Burwell, one gold and one
